So this is roughly what did happen. What now? 

Ata secretly convened meeting in Sydney last 
week, atlended by all 16 PSL club delegates, 
chairman Frank Lowy informed the gathering of 
the news. 

All 16 clubs immediately resolved that they will 
carry on whether a new major sponsor is found or 
not. 

This would mean an extra $20,000 per club to be 
scraped together for the airfares in 1982, it was 
announced. < 

Some lucky clubs can simply write out a cheque 
— but there are others whose ability to locate the 
extra cash is highly suspect. 

In fact, it's becoming expensive to stay in the 
League for some clubs. 

But even that sum of $20,000 is suspect, 
According to our calculations, at present the 
annual airfares cost $639,970 — less some 20 per- 

cent discount. 

Last year it was $526,381 less the same 
discount and in 1982 it could be close to $800,000. 

This, despite a generous discount, could be 
about $40,000 in airfares, per club next year. 

A leading club official estimates that airfare, 
hotel and meal expenses in 1982 will cost close to 
$1 million — about $62,000 per club. 

And without a major sponsor, most clubs just 
can't find that money,
